Applicant's attorney pointed out that Tuma et al. do not teach the relationship of the first basic salt and the second 
basic salt with the adsorbent and the binder. It was suggested that applicant submit a Declaration showing unexpected 
results over Tuma, because Tuma teaches the use of the same basic salt in an adsorbent article for the same purpose, 
e.g., for absorbing acid gas, filtering fluid and air in electronic devices.
